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We have felt, since the General Appropriation Act of 

_ 1951 wae enacted, that Section 1212 would undoubtedly result 
in inequitable trestment of cur many loyal employecs whe, 
im the interest of the argent anced for production since June 
of 1996, have volestarily fopgone their leave and would — 
therefore forfeit it as of 30 June 1951. It is the Central 
Intelligence Agency policy to assure ite employees maximum 
opportunity to avail themselves of carned annual leave. In 
spite of this policy, our employees have siready iorfeited 

an epproximete total of 1,606 days on 31 December 1955.

belief that in fairness to the employees of the Central 
Intelligence Agency, H.R. 245 should be enacted. We have 
bees operating 1 a 44 hour week for several months, and 
the international situation is euch that I can see tittle 
feamediate hope for allevinting the leave situation ing: fer 
ae our employees are concerned.
